George Murray, 39, made an immediate 
impact on PSL coaching when~he took 
Canberra City to its highest position — fifth 

— last year, after arriving from Scotland. 

‘He was a professional player there for 14 
years, with Motherwell and Aberdeen. 

For six years he was player-coach and non- 
playing coach at Aberdeen under managers 
Ally McLeod and Jim Bothrone, and he 
coached Odd Boliklub in Norway for two 
years, taking it from fourth-last to fourth 
from the top. 

After Canberra City’s amalgamation with 
Downer Olympic this year, Murray spent 
wisely on top-class recruits like Gary Byrne, 
Paul Ontong and George Christopoulos and 
despite early setbacks due to injuries, 
Canberra is poised now to storm up the table. 

Murray talks about his team and soccer in 
general in this interview with LAURIE 
SCHWAB. 


SCHWAB: When you first evaluated your taam after 
arriving from Scotland early last year, what did you think 
you had to change? 


MURRAY: I felt the players were better than their league per- 
formances would have indicated, and I quickly let them know that 
while I was prepared to be friendly, they would do things my way. 
I had no trouble in that regard at all. They were a great bunch to 
train. But consistency was lacking. They were capable of aying 
hard for 20 or 30 minutes, but then they'd disappear. So the em- 
phasis at first was on very hard training. 

SCHWAB: Did you change their style of play? 

MURRAY: Well, I quickly made Tony Brennan a permanent 
part of the team. He had been in and out before that. I also took 
Terry Byrne out of the forward line and made him the sweeper. 
He would be first to admit that the move has been successful and 
that the defence has tightened up. 

SCHWAB: The recruits also contributed teavily to the 
team’s improvement. 

MURRAY: I brought John Moutsopoulos out of the youth team 
and he showed me he could play well in the PSL, so he helped us a 
lot. Then I bought two of my former team mates from Aberdeen 
~ Ian Gibson from Kilmarnock and Ian Purdie from Portsmouth. 
I also got John Massa who unfortunately wasn’t as successful. 
He’s no longer training with us and he’s on the transfer list. He's a 
a good footballer and sweeper is his best position but while we were 

_ “waiting for him to arrive from Holland, Terry Byrne was playing 
well as sweeper, and I was not prepared to move him from there. 
SCHWAB: Terry Byrne had an off-season stint with 
Tung Sing in Hong Kong. Will other players spend time 
am there as well? 
MURRAY: Tony Brennan went over, but he didn’t play for 
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various reasons. However, what we hope to do in the off-season, is 
to send Ian Purdie over there. He’s a full-time player, and it’s a 
long closed season over here, so it’s best if he could stay active, 
particularly as there are problems getting jobs in Canberra. 

SCHWAB: Before you Joined Canberra, Don McLaren 
virtually walked Into the club off the street. He must rate 
as one of the best catches In the PSL. 

MURRAY: Yes, apparently he just arrived one day and offered 
to play. He's a very good player — the type who can adapt to quite 
a few roles and give you a good game wherever he plays. He’s had 
quite a bit of experience as well — with Hearts and Dunfermline. 

SCHWAB: There was much ballyhoo at Canberra 
when the club bought Walter Valeri and Sebastian Glam- 
paolo as super-stara from Inter-Monaro. Since then, 
Giampaolo has transferred to APIA, and Valeri has 
struggled for a place. What's Valerie's future with you? 

MURRAY: He is not a member of the team now. He’s dropped 
out of it. It’s fair to say that the front three will come from among 
Brennan, Gibson, Purdie and McLaren. 

SCHWAB: What's been the problem with Valeri? 

MURRAY: I'd rather not comment at the moment. 

SCHWAB: Is he on the transfer list? 

MURRAY: Not officially. See, he has a very good job. He may 
be thinking more about that. 

SCHWAB: How is George Christopoulos fitting into 

MURRAY; John O’Shea and Duncan Cole were big losses, so 
we needed someone to join Gary Byrne as a replacement. George 
has fitted the bill perfectly and he'll be a great asset. 

SCHWAB: So too has Gary Bryne. 

MURRAY: He is a superb player. He could play in top de 
anywhere in Scotland or land. He's a top-class midfielder — 
great positional sense, beautiful passer of a ball. 

SCHWAB: In another interview | did, Alan Davidson of 
South Metbourne Hallas chose Gary Byrne as the best 
player in Australia. Would you agree with that assess- 
meant? 

MURRAY: I wouldn't disagree. He's such a shrewed player. 
Unless you watch him very, very closely, you do not really appre- 
ciate all the things he does. But let’s not forget about Paul Ontong 
whom I bought from Brisbane Lions. It’s only because we've had 
Ontong, Purdie and a few others out injured that we languished in 
the early rounds. When Ontong comes back, we'll be able to take 
on the very best with full confidence. * 

SCHWAB: When will Ontong be back in the team? 

MURRAY: He was ready for the youth team last weekend and 
he’ll be OK for Brisbane City next Sunday. He’s been out for six or 
seven weeks now because of a badly damaged foot, He was so 
desperate to play that he wouldn’t lie down, so he did a bit of 
training by himself, which made it worse. 

SCHWAB: Will he play right back, like he did at Lions? 

MURRAY: No, he’s played right back for us only once. Ontong 
can play anywhere — defence or midfield. I'l leave my options 
open. We'll have everyone on their toes trying to hold their posi- 
tions when he comes back. That’s the way it should be. 

SCHWAB: Of course you've had young Angelo Am- 
brosino playing full back. He has impressed me greatly. 

MURRAY: I'm delighted with him. He's very skilful and deter-

But John Nykehus went on 
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mined and he'll get even better. He shows out best under pres- 
sure, where his football brain takes over. It's when he has space 
and time that he remembers that he’s a young player and that 
perhaps he shouldn’t be there. But there’s no reason for him to 
think that. 
SCHWAB: How has the merger with Downer Olympic 
helped you so far? 

MURRAY: Well, with the money they gave us I’ve been able to 
buy Gary Byrne, Ontong, Milovanovic, Jim Murray, Christ- 
opoulos and goalkeeper Michael Hawking from Albury Hotspur. 
Had it not been for the merger, we'd be struggling al now 
without replacements for Duncan Cole and the O'Shea brothers. 


SCHWAB: Are Downer’s Greek fans coming along to 
your games, and have your crowds gone up? 

MURRAY: The Greeks always have come along. We had 1000 
more against Sydney City than for the previous match, and we 
want 1000 more at each successive home game. We'll get them 
back by winning. 

SCHWAB: Do you have any philosophy about Playing 
style? 

MURRAY: I play to win and I believe in attacking, not in 
having five or six at the back. But when we lose possession, I 
expect the forwards to do their bit towards winning the ball back. 
Just as they expect the defenders to push up and support, so the 
forwards should do their defensive duties as well. 1 believe in 
Playing the ball quickly and in not being negative. If you attack, 
soccer is the finest spectator sport in the world. If you defend, it 
can be the worst. I give full reign to my creative players — like 
Brennan, Purdie, Gibson and Gary Byrne. I allow them to play. 

SCHWAB: Do you vary your information away from 
home? 

MURRAY: Very seldom. We mostly stick with 4-3-3. 


SCHWAB: Are you in favor of even greater restrictions 
on the number of imported players? 

MURRAY: It's not warranted. We should of course import only 
quality players, but no-one can say that players like Ian Gibson 
and Ian Purdie have not done a great deal for football in the ACT. 
I don’t believe the door should be opened all the way to imports, 
but the present restrictions are stern enough. 


SCHWAB: Most PSL teams have a big number of 
locals in their line-up. Isn't it true to say that if a local 
player is good enough, ha’ll make it automatically, yet at 
the same time, if imports were scrapped, the standard of 
soccer would declina? 


MURRAY: Of course, if a local is good enough he'll make it. 
It’s only when you can’t find locals of a sufficient standard that 
you have to look overseas. On the other hand, when you make an 
approach for a local lad, the price usually is ridiculous. We tried 
to get Stan Dukic from Croatia-Deakin and the asking price was 
$20,000. I got Purdie and Gibson and their families out here for 
that. There should be some sort of controls on transfer fees. For 
example, if a young player steps up from a local ro seat he should 
be allowed to move for a standard fee. If that player later is 
transferred again, the original club could get more, or if the 
player plays a certain amount of senior games, there also could 











be an additional fee. But as for imports, it is essential we keep up 


a flow of very good overseas players, 


otherwise the youngsters 


will have no-one to emulate. I did a lot of my learning by watchin 
others — so did fellows like Eddie Thomson, Wallie Wallace an 


Tommy Docherty.

He was in Rale Rasic’s pre- 
liminary World Cup squad in 
1974 but had to wait until Iate 
1975, when Brian Green was 
the coach, to play his first 
international, a scoreless draw 
with the USSR in Perth. 

Since then he has represent- 
ed Australia in 44 games, in- 
cluding 22 full internationals, 
and he has scored for the Soc- 
ceroos four times. His last ap- 
pearance was in a 1-2 loss to 
Northern Ireland at Hind- 
a Stadium, Adelaide, in 


John Nyskohus, 30, and his 
brother Bogdan, better known 
as Bugsy, 32, must rank as the 
most distinguished soccer 
brothers in Australia. 

The O’Shea brothers have a 
numerical advantage, in that 
there are three of them — 
John, Rob and Mike, but they 
are younger than the Nyskohus 
pair and only John O’Shea has 
represented Australia. The 
Tredinnicks — Peter of Wol- 
longong and Howard of New- 
castle — have played mainly 
youth internationals. 

But John and Bugsy Nys- 
kohus have been around a lot 
longer than the O’Sheas and 
the Tredinnicks, and Bu vy, 
like his brother, boasts Soe. 
ceroo honors — five games, in- 
cluding three full inter- 
nationals. 

They are legend in South 
Australia and they will be re- 
membered always among the 
finest players Australia has 
produced. 

Both were born in Adelaide, 
and their careers have follow- 
ed parallel paths. 

They started as juniors with 
South Australian State League 
club Lion, where Bugsy spent 
15 years and John 14 years. 
Both represented their State at 
junior and senior levels, they 
played together in Lion’s

senior team for nine years and 
they’ve been together at Adel- 
aide City for four and a half 
yars during their 15-year domi- 
nance of South Australian 
senior soccer. 

John stepped up to the PSL 
in 1977 for a $8000 transfer fee 
in 1977 — a year before Bugsy 
who switched for $7000 in 1978. 

A third brother, Peter Nys- 
kohus, 28, maintains the 
family tradition at Lion. 

Despite the presence of the 
Nyskohus brothers and other‘ 
fine players like Wally Boj- 
ezuk, Mile Ball and Wally Fed- 
cyzczyn, titles and cups eluded 
Lion. The team reached six 
finals but lost them all, mainly 
to Juventus or Hellas which 
have dominated South Austral- 
ian soccer for so long. 

Therefore, the 1979 Philips 
Cup final ranks as the high- 
light of their club career. 

Adelaide City, coached by 
Rale Rasic, trailed St. George 
0-2 during that final in Adel- 
aide but the home team stor- 
med back to win the Cup 3-2, 
with two goals by John Nys- 
kohus and one by his brother 
Bugsy. 

No wonder it is remembered 
as the Nyskohus Final. 

Although John prefers to 
play in midfield, his presence 
continues to be essential to Ad- 
elaide City’s attack, and he 
does not let his team down. 

Among the all-time top 
scorer of league goals in the 
PSL, he ranks fourth, with @ 
goals, behind Gary Cole (74), 
Mark Jankovics (58) and Ken 
Boden (52). Counting Philips 
Cup and “‘top-four” goals, Cole 
has $0, Boden 65, Jankovics 63 
and Nyskohus 62,

nationals. We shouldn’t be dogmatic about this. If it’s a case of 


issue? 

MURRAY: I can see the financial argument, but if other teams 
step up to our level, it is essential that they offer soccer of the 
same high standard. If ever we go back to having to split our top 
players among 40 or so teams, we'll be finished. Scotland reduced 
its top league because it had only five or six clubs that were com- 
petitive, with the rest being cannon-fodder. We don’t want that to 
happen here. 


SCHWAB: Are you getting good press support in 
Canberra? 

MURRAY: No, it’s not very good at ail. They wait for us to 
phone them, but it should be up to the journalist to have sufficient 
interest to go out and get stories and to know what to ask. I can't 
remember the last time a writer from Canberra phoned me, yet 
good journalism is essential to the game here. 

SCHWAB: Getting back to Tony Brennan, it always 
has amazed me that he hasn't had the recognition he de- 
serves — especially at national team level. 


MURRAY: Brennan and John O’Shea definitely should have 
been in the Australian team for the World Cup games. Brennan at 
times makes me climb up the wall, but when he’s on his game, 
he’s the most exciting player in the country. He’s greased light- 
ning, he’s tricky, no-one knows what he’s going to do, incl g 
Tony Brennan. He's the best athlete in my squad, and the fastest, 
although Ongong runs him pretty close. When the next national 
squad is picked, and if Brennan holds this form, he definetely 
should be included. 


Oscar Crino for example, I’d say by all means, but we have to be 
realistic. Young teams win nothing. We shouldn't go overboard. It 
must be a blend of youth and older players. I couldn’t understand 
for exaMple, why Peter Wilson was not included for the start of 
the World Cup campaign last year. He may be over 30, but he’s 
still te best centre back in the country and he would have got us 
to Spain. 


SCHWAB: Which teams will be the leading contenders, 


for the championship? 

MURRAY: It will be a very tight league, but Sydney City and 
Olympic will be up there. Canberra has given the others too big a 
lead to win it, but we'll be up in the top four or five. Heidelberg 
has disappointed me. Maybe they enjoy playing only against us. I 
saw them against St George, when they seemed to think that one 

oal was enough. Instead of going on to win by four, they lost 1-2. 
Perhaps some of their players are getting a bit old. 


SCHWAB: Tell mo why it was that you lost Richard 


Wilson to Preston Makedonia. 

MURRAY: Wilson was our No. 1 keeper, but Steve Hoszowski 
felt he was equally as good and he was on the verge of giving up 
because he wasn’t being given a game. I told him that when 
Wilson went away for the World Cup with New Zealand, I'd give 
Hoszowski the chance to prove himself and if he played well, he’d 
stay in ahead of Wilson. As it turned out, Hoszowski did play very 
well and it was up to Wilson to wait for another chance. Wilson 
had his form to think about because he was in New Zealand’s 
national team, and he knew it wouldn't be easy to displace Hos- 
zowski, so he asked to move.

If the Philips Cup final has 
been the highlight of John’s 
club career, he also has some 
fine memories of international 
soccer.

Talking about 1977, he says: 
‘‘Perhaps some of the older 
players took advantage of 
Jimmy Shoulder who was 
known as a soft coach. Maybe 
they acted a little irresponsib- 
ly. I know we younger players 
were very disappointed, But 
then, Iran, which finally quali- 
fied, was an excellent side, 
and they beat us twice. Kuwait 
also beat us but by the final 
stage things weren’t going 
well for us at all. We were get- 
ting a lot of stick from the 
Press and we finished up 
losing regularly. That was the 
beginning of the end for 
Jimmy Shoulder, I suppose, 
but you can only blame the 
players.” 

And about 1981: “I think if 
Rale Rasic had been the 
coach, we would have quali- 
fied for sure. But there was a 
big mess-up under Rudi Gut- 
endorf from start to finish. It 
was 2 shemozzie. With the se- 
lection of players available, 
we should have qualified eas- 
ily, but the administration 
picked a dud coach, I didn’t get 
along with him at all. I just 
kept my distance from him. 
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weeks later, I got only a few 
half games. He rarely gave a 
player the chance to play in 
three or four consecutive 
matches.” 

But Nyskohus hopes it will 
be different in 1985. “I hope 
everyone concerned has 
learned a lesson, There are a 
lot of good young players, and 
also good older players about. 
If there are to be 24 qualifiers 
again, and if Less Scheinflug is 
given a fair go, we'll do it next 
time. Les is a steadier sort of 
personality, he’s played and 
captained Australia and he 
knows what is required.” 

Nyskohus believes that it is 
essential to have the right man 
at the helm, not only at inter- 
national but also at club level. 
It is for this reason, he says, 
that he welcomes the appoint- 
ment of John Perin as coach of 
Adelaide City. 

Asked what had caused the 
team to slump to second-last 
position under previous coach 
Bob D’Ottavi, Nyskohus says: 

“The players didn’t agree 
with the tactics, or with the 
way the team was being run. 

“We were playing very de- 
fensively, we weren't getting 
enough players forward. 

“Against Preston was the 
first time we pushed men up in 
sufficient numbers, and as a 
result we had four of five very 
good scoring chances, 

“It’s been a bad start for us 
but John Perin is working hard 
at restoring our confidence 
and enthusiasm. That’s all we 
need. We have some very good 
players but the team had been 
shifted around too much. Even 
after beating St. George 30, 


the team had three changes for 
the following game. Now 
Perin in trying to stick with a 
basic, settled side and I’m 
sure we'll come good. We 
should be able to finish in the 
middle of the table.” 

But Nyskohus says the team 
now needs a new central stri- 
ker, as David Mitchell has 
transferred to Sydney City. 
“Mitchell was on contract 
until 1983, so the club could 
have held onto him, but he 
wasn’t too happy here, and 
maybe the club needed the 
money. It’s no secret Adelaide 
City has been trying to get onto 
a firm financial footing after 
sliding heavily into the red a 
couple of yeas ago.”’ 

He is disappointed that Ad- 
elaide’s Italian community is 
supporting the club in much 
smaller numbers than in 1977, 
the inaugural PSL season, 


when Adelaide City was the © 


most strongly-supported club 
in the league. 

“The Italians only want to 
see us winning, he says. “OK, 
we had some rought spots, but 
we expected them to come 
back when we won eight in a 
row last year. Unfortunately 
they didn’t.’’ 

And the competition from 
the amateur leagues doesn’t 
help either. ‘In the first year 
of the PSL, the amateur 
leagues in Adelaide chan ed 
their fixtures so they wouldn’t 
clash with ours but this year, 
they’re playing on Sundays 
again, which means that thou- 
sands of amateur players and 
their club officials can’t come 
to see our matches. Something 
should be done about it.’” 

As one of the league’s best 
forwards, John Nyskohus has 
been marked by the fiercest of 
defenders. Who gives him the 
most trouble? 

“Steve O’Connor of Sydney 
City is a tough opponent when I 
play centre forward,’’ he says. 
He’s very hard and very fast 
for a big man. David Jones 
was hard to play against when 
he was with West Adelaide, 
and I also found it hard against 
Peter Wilson of APIA. As for 
full hacks. it’s easier to Dlav 


football, it would be preferable 
to adhere to the existing for- 
mat, he says. 

And as for further rest- 
rictions on the number of im- 
ported players, he welcomes 
men of exceptional talent, but 
believes locals should be given 
a fairer go. 

“I don't like to see too many 
imports. So many of them are 
no better than the local play- 
ers. I know what it’s like to be 
a young player training and 
waiting for a spot in the senior 
team and never getting the 
chance. It tends to discoura 
many youngsters who su 
sequently quit the game alto- 
gether. There are a lot of other 
things to do in a country like 
Australia. Generally speaking, 
we do not have enough young- 
sters coming through the 
ranks in South Australia.”” 

And while on the subject of 
his home State, he believes 
that more Scuth Australians 
should be considered for the 
national team. “When West 
Adelaide won the PSL, they 
had only one player — David 
Jones in the national team,” 
he says. 

“Brian Northcote of Adel- 
aide City should have been 
given a much better chance, 
but he got only one trial under 
Gutendorf. Bugsy also should 
have been called back, be- 
cause he had played well under 
Rale Rasic and he’s still one of 
the most useful full backs 
around.” 

John’s contract with Adel- 
aide City expires at the end of 
this season, and he’s not sure 
what his future holds. 


“I'l evaluate my position 
then,’’ he says. “‘I’ll see who’s 
coach, because that’s very im- 
portant to me — to play under 
someone who knows what he’s 
doing. Also, I hope to play in 
midfield next yar. Whether it’s 
with Adelaide City or else- 
where remains to be seen. 

“As for Bugsy, I’m not 
really sure, but I think he 
might look at coaching in the 
State League. 

Meantime, the Nyskohus 
brothers turn their attentions 
to more immediate things — 
like the World Cup in Spain in 
June. 

John favors a West 
Germany — Brazil final, and 
he can’t see England getting 
very far. *‘England can’t seem 
to match continental players 
in skill, yet they have a skilful 
plaver like Glen Hoddle in and

problem and their unavailabi- 
lity is for this fixture only. 

However F cannot help but 
wonder if the attitude of all 
concerned, particularly the 
players, would be different if 
we were playing Liverpool or 
Real Madrid. 

Our opponent Watford will 
almost certainly be a First 
Division team when it comes 
to Australia. 

The players in the Victorian 
squad are a blend of ex- 
perienced and exciting per- 
formers. 

The goalkeepingpositions 
will be contested by Victoria’s 
No. 1 goalkeeper choice, Peter 
Laumets and long-time “‘bri- 
desmaid"’ Denis Boland. 

Laumets is safe, reliable 
and technically good and 
Boland is the exciting reflex- 
save crowd-pleaser.

I have turned to the State 
League to find a right back as I 
feel there is a distinct shortage 
of good full backs, particularly 
at Philips League level in Vic- 
toria.

Johnston has unearthed a 
Scottish striker-cum-mid- 
fielder who is currently with 
Burniey. 

“Craig rates this player 
very highly indeed. We are 
close to agreeing terms,” 
McGuire said. 

Former West Ham defender 
John McDowell, currently 
with Norwich City, could be 
the other signing. 

KB is very appreciative of 
the Newcastle International 
Sports Centre Trust's decision 
to make the ground available 
rent free for the balance of the 
sseason. 

Whether Newcastle can ac- 
commodate two visa players 
or just one under the quota 
system provides a very inter- 
esting question. 

They may have to release 
striker Bob Mountford, whose 
injury will keep him out of 
soccer for the remainder of 
the year. 

Also on Newcastle's shop- 
ping list is Sydney City’s in- 
jured striker Ken Boden, once 
the toast of Newcastle. 

“‘Slicker’s coach Eddle 
Thomson believes that Boden 
will be fit in six weeks time. 
We are very interested in 
him,’’ McGuire said. 

Newcastle were valiant but 
still not victorious against 
West Adelaide.

In contrast, Newcastle 
worked hard for an equaliser 
and came closest in the final 15 
minutes of the match. 


A move on the right featur- 
ing Mason and Senkalski in the 
74th minute gave striker David 
Lowe a first-time volley which 
whistled over the bar. 


Two minutes later a header 
from Lowe was brilliantly 
taken by West Adelaide goal- 
keeper Martyn Crook. 


Apart from the loss the 
Newcastle officials were con- 
cerned over a crowd figure of 
only 3249.

Brisbane Lions may have 
found the missing ingredient in 
their midfield in new signing 
Mark Atmore, who has come 
to the club via American 
Indoor team Philadelphia 
Fever. 

Atmore, 24, showed some 
good and more importantly in- 
telligent touches, when he 
made his debut in the enter- 
taining 1-) draw with Olympic 
last weekend. 

The sturdy Atmore appears 
to have the ability to slow 
things down in the centre of 
the park and take pressure off 
players by distributing the ball 
wide or into space. 

Since Jim Hermiston left, 
Lions have lacked a player 
who could dictate the pace for 
them and much of their game 
consisted of running and hus- 
tling. Generally if they outran 
their opposition Lions won. 

But now if Atmore lives up 
to the promise he flashed last 
weekend Lions have the poten- 
tial to be a much more physi- 
cally economical side and play 
through their midfield more 
rather than rely on their fast 
strikers to chase long balls. 

Atmore obviously was short

Last year during the World 
Youth Championships, Ameri- 
can coach Walt Chyzowych 
offered Atmore a trial with 
Fever after Twin Towns 
played a training game with 
the Americans. 

Atmore went to America 
and played in the Major Indoor 
Soccer League alongside 
team-mates including Steve 
Heighway and Tony Wheelan. 
He was forced to leave Amer- 
ica at the end of the indoor 
season when the number of 
players on the market because 
of bankrupt clubs made it im- 
possible for Atmore to get into 
an outdoor team. 

The midfielder wanted to 
play for Leichhardt but was 
recommended to Lions by 
Willie Wallace who had his fol! 

vota of visa players. And 

ichhardt’s loss could prove 
to be Lions’ gain. 

Lions definitely needed a 
new face to revitalise the team 
which performed so badly the 
week before against Marconi 
and obviously the tonic worked 
against Olympic. 

Lions could easily have won 
the match but for poor finish- 
ing again and some refereeing 
decisions which only proved to 
enforce the bad reputation 
Brisbane officials are earning. 

Olympic’s goal was a classic 
example.

Marton missed four clear 
chances in the first 25 minutes, 
and when Frank Arok moved 
him out wider in the second 
half, his short, explosive 
bursts and tremendous control 
put paid to any hopes of a 
South Melbourne comeback. 

In fact, the Gunners didn't 
get a clear shot at the St 
George goal until the 30th 
minute after Charlie Egan but 
Arthur Xanthopouvlos in the 
clear.

In Sydney, the NSW Feder- 
ation sends out a scrap of 
paper weekly telling us of the 
week’s matches — and this 
usually arrives Thursday or 
Friday... 


Apart from that —. nothing 
or almost nothing in the way of 
circulars, notices, minutes, 
data sheet, programs, you- 
name-It. 

I'll never know why the 
Sydney clubs put up with it — 
but they do. And have done for 
years. 

Now comes the news that 
Engllsh first division aspirants 
Watford will play in Mel- 
bourne — but not in Sydney. 


In fact, nobody in Sydney 
even nows that Watford will be 
in Australia briefly. 


Obviously the NSW Feder- 
ation wasn’t interested in 
securing them for a match; 
conductin raging arguments 
with the five PSL clubs is in- 
finitely more fun than arr 
ing a match by a team which fs 
coming to Australia anyway. 

So that’s the bad news — 
from our viewpoint. 


The good news (again from 
our angle) Is that some of Vic- 
toria’s officials have managed 
to get down to the Sydney 
level. 


Last week’s 
Times”, a quality Sunday 
paper, carried a full page ar- 
ticle on the saga of George 
Christopoulos who last year 
tried to gain experience first 
in Greece, then in England, 
before his unhappy return to 
Austrailia and switch to Can- 
berra.

Continues the sad story in 
the ‘‘National Times’’: 


“It would be pleasant to 
report that the player’s trans- 
fer from South Melbourne to 
Canberra Arrows went 
smoothly. But the astute Pa- 
pasavas, a lawyer, contended 
that by going tc Greece last 
year George had breached his 
contract, thus negating the 10,- 
000 dollar transfer celling ...” 


In the end, according to the 
story, Canberra had to pay an- 
other 10,000 dollars — a total 
of 20,000 dollars, to obtain 
Christopoulos. 


You may recall! that in Feb- 
ruary I wrote a piece in ‘‘Soc- 
cer Action’’ pointing out that 
plans to introduce a limit on 
transfer fees, then strongly 
mooted by the PSL, are im- 
practical and such a policy im- 
possible to police. 


And then along came Sam 
Papasavas to lecture me on 
my ‘lack of logic.’ 


Said he, Inter alia, in the fol- 
lowing week’s Issue of this 
newspaper. 

“|. . the alternative would 
be to Jeave transfer fees un- 
restricted as they are sky- 
rocketing as they have in Eng- 
land and Europe... 


«.. consider (sald the com- 
passionate Sam) the example 
of a club slapping a 50, 
dollar transfer fee on a player 
and effectively putting that 
player out of the game...”

All this pontification from a

Stitute into senior football. 
In our squad we've got a kid 
from Mareeba, a kid from 
Cairns, one from Hobart, 
one from Tamworth.

It is indicative of English soccer's precarious financial 
state that an ever-increasing number of players are being 
released on free transfers who would, In normal times,

Today many clubs no longer are in a position to pay the wages 
of unwanted players, while awaiting cash offers which they know 
are unlikely to materialise in a money-starved market. 

Thus Croydon (Vic) has obtained, cost free, Ian Dobson, who 
was valued at $160,000 just two years ago- 

This was the figure Hull City sought when Dobson initially 
requested a move from the club he had served for five years. 
Within a few months the asking price was slashed to $30,000, but 
Hereford United finally acquired him on a free. 

The strong, tough tackling player had made 92 league appear- 
ances and scored seven goals for his home town team. 

A contemporary of Ringwood Wilhelminas, Dave Gibson, he 
also played alongside Jeff Wealands, Peter Daniel, David Rob- 
erts, Ken Wagstaff, John Hawley and Billy Bremner whilst in 


“The Tigers" colors. 


Hereford billed Dobson as its star close season signing as thé 
1980 — 81 campaign started but unfortunately he produced dis- 
appointing performances for the Fourth Division outfit and was 
replaced by promising local boy Stuart Cornes. 

That was the beginning of the end for Dobson’s English League 
aspirations and he has spent most of the past 12 months on Here- 
ford’s free transfer list, before deciding to move to Melbourne 


with his wife and two children.

A French club has yet to 
win a major European tro- 
phy, while the national 
team’s solitary World Cup 
achievement of note — a 
third place in 1958 — was 
gained fargely through the 
efforts of Moroccan Juste 
Fontaine and Raymond 
Kopa, who is of Polish par- 
entage. 


For the first time since 
those balmy days of more 
than two decades ago, the 
Gauls can look forward to 
the World Cup with justified 
confidence.

Asked 
to dblow up a plastic bag 
three times, he inflated it 
twice, but on the third at- 
tempt passed out. 


Consequently Metz turned 
him down. How it must 
regret that decision now. 


It was not long before Pla- 
tini had further opportu- 
nities to join the professional 
ranks. In fact, most of 
France’s leading clubs were 
sending their scouts Joeuf 
bound to look at the promis- 
ing youth.

In the comparative tran- 
quility of Division Two, 
Platini’s skills and con- 
fidence were allowed to de- 
velop. Nancy romped 
straight back into the pre- 
mier grade, with its mid- 
fielder scoring 17 goals in the 
process. 

Back in First Division, 
Platini claimed 22 goals 
from 31 games for his club 

He already had represent- 
ed France at youth, Under- 
21, Olympic and military 
level. A call-up to senior se- 
lection was merely a natural 
progression. 

It duly came, against 
Czechoslovakia in March, 
1976. The game was drawn 
2-2 and Platini scored one of 
his, now notorious, swerving 
free kicks from outside the 
penalty area. 

It is interesting to note 
that only 19,000 watched this 
game against a team which 
became European Champion 
just three months later. 
Over half the attendance 
consisted of school children 
admitted free, 


Five and a half years later 
the French federation sold 
50,000 tickets for the vital 
World Cup game against 
Holland, and could have sold 
five times that number had 
there been sufficient room.

Flashback to July 30, 1966, after England’s 3-2 victory

It all started on a very high note, as 
100,000 delirious English fans sang 
in unison, ‘‘We’ll be the 
champions!”’ 


That was after the 4-0 win over Norway in Wembley, way 
back in September 1980, as Ron Greenwood’s men suc- 
cessfully jumped the first hurdle on the way to Spain. 
Little did they expect further progression to become 
more of an ordeal than a triumphal march. 

Apart from two wins against the Hungarians, the seven remain- 
ing games piled worry upon worry for the English FA bosses as 
they contemplated another ignominious exit from soccer’s pre- 
mier competition. 

In Bucharest there was a shock 2-1 loss, then an agonising 
Struggle against the plucky Swiss in Wembley for an unflatte- 
ring win by the identical score, followed by a goalless home 
draw with the Romanians and a 2-1 defeat in the away fixture 
against Switzerland. 

Five matches played, five points gained — and England was 
poised on the brink of a precipice.

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The 3-1 win in Budapest regained some hope for England, but 
another 2-1 loss in Oslo almost cooked its bacon for good. 

The English press, which two months later glorified Greenwood 
and his men, asked for his head on a platter after the Norwe- 
gian debacle. But he lived to fight another day or two, when the 
Romanians could only tie with Hungary at home and then 
showed surprising hospitality to the Swiss by dropping both 
points. Hungary comfortably disposed of both the Swiss and the 
Norwegians in Budapest, while Romania’s tie with Switzerland 
in the return match opened the stairway to heaven for England 
once again. 

With the Hungarians already qualified for Spain — and not in the 
mood to do any favors for their hated Romanian rivals — Eng- 
land managed to scrape together the necessary points in Bud- 
apest, and London. ¥ 

The mass circulation London tabloid, ‘The Daily Mirror’, forgot 
about any ideas of Greenwood’s banishment, its headlines 
greeting the “‘heroes” who managed to get England back into a 
World Cup tournament after many, many years of humiliating 
absence. 

Understandable enthusiasm, but the addendum was somewhat 
surprising, to say the least. “England must get a favorable 
seeding in keeping with its position in world soccer,” the 
Mirror intoned. ° 

In keeping with its position? Favorable seeding? Adjectives 
worth remembering and claims which should be examined a 
little bit more closely. 

It is not exaggerating to claim that no other European qualifier 
had as many problems and failures on the way to Spain as did 
England. No other team had no much inadvertent assistance 
heaped upon it by its group rivals. 

Fortune was on the side of England, just as it was when it played 
host to the Cup in 1966. Remember the goalless draw against 
Uruguay, the near disaster of the 1-0 win over Argentina, or the 
dire difficulties of beating Portugal? 

Apart from the victory in extra time scored over West Germany 
— and in circumstances still disputed in soccer circles — the 
World Cups to date have resulted in very slim pickings, indeed, 
for the inventors of this marvellous sport. 

In six appearances in World Cup finals, England scored only 10 
wins, six draws and eight defeats, with a combined scoreline of 

Nothing outstanding, especially when one looks at some of the 
details. England’s first appearance in the World Cup, 32 years 
ago, saw losses against Spain and — unbelievably — against a 
USA team of bits and pieces. Four years later a poor 4-4 draw 
against Belgium was not enough to eliminate it, but Uruguay 
put matters beyond doubt in the next round. 

In Sweden four years later, three successive ties earned a replay 
against the Soviets, who duly won 1-0.

The triumph of 1966 was followed by Germany's revenge, by the 
identical 3-2 score, four years later, while in 1974 Poland and in 
1978 italy qualified ahead of England. z 

This year was the first time in 20 years that England managed to 
get through the qualifying rounds, having taken part as host 
nation in 1968 and as holder four years later. And then, only the 
fact that Spain will play host to 24 finalists, thus allowing two 
teams te advance from the group, has allowed England to start 
lobbying for a “favorable seeding in keeping with its position in 
world soccer’’! 

No wonder Belgium and France protested at England's in- 
explicable seeding by FIFA. What's more, there is expected to 
be more bitter debate over the matter as the forthcoming FIFA 
Congress in Madrid. 

Something was smelly about the whole affair, when long before 
the draw was made Ron Greenwood rightly ‘‘guessed’’ that 
Bilbao is the city for England's group. Almost clairvoyant! 
Bilbao is also the city with a climate most like that of England, 
and the city which can most easily be reached from the ports of 
Southern England. 

Interesting, especially in view of group rivals France and 
Czechoslovakia having to travel back and forth between Bilbao 
and Valladolid, almost 300 kilometres away. England? You 
guessed it, all three of its games will be playd in Bilbao itself! 

And if goal difference should assume any degree of importance, 
well, not to worry, England's final match is against the group's 
outsider, Kuwait, although it might provide a shock or two. 

Is there any wonder that no soccer follower withy the slightest 
trace of an 1Q will ever believe that the draw in Madrid was on 
the up and up? 

Many claim that Liverpool or Tottenham, among others, are far 
superior sides to the English national eleven, but of course, 
those teams all have many excellent non-English players in 
their ranks. What's more, the national team doesn’t command 
nearly the attention which club sides do, everything is tailored 
to the needs of an extremely demanding and lengthy League 
season. The delays caused by the ususal inclement mid-season 
weather only multiplies Greenwood’s problems and it is unli- 
Key that the English squad will perform up to its capabilities in 

pain. . 

The other major shortcoming is the lack of real world class play- 
ers. In the ranking of European players last season the top Eng- 
lishman was Trevor Brooking — in 19th spot. 

The team's 1981 record of two wins, two draws and five losses 
only gained it 27ths place in European rankings, as published by 
the respected English monthly World Soccer! 

As the transfer fees of players reach astronomic multi-million 
dollar proportions, clubs are starting to go broke and while 
there is a surfeit of excellent goalies, defenders and mid- 
fielders, strikers with a feel for scoring goals are almost non- 
existent. 

The England team is nowhere near finding a settled combination, 
having used 27 players in eight qualifying games. Only Robson 
and McDermott played every time, but only the former played 
the full 720 minutes. 

England may have gained all the advantages of the big fish in the 
“‘guided”’ draw run by FIFA, but its hopes must remain fairly 
modest for the Mundial.
